The decision of a jury in Halifax 


circuit court nearly a vear ago in 
which George Dickerson. a negro, was 
convicted of killing William Rickman. 
a farmer of that section, and sentenc- 
ed, to serve ten years In the penlten- 
tiarv has been reversed by the Mr- 
ginia Court bf Appeals, the opinion 
being handed down by Judge Sims. 


According to the record. Rickman 


•was found Ijmg dead on a highway. 
He -was badly bruiL, 1 and near him 
was- a bottle of "pineapple extract.' 
Jim Coleman. a negro, who had be«n 
eellihg things to eat and drink, near- 
by -Was arrested and placed in jail. A 
mob gathered and fired into the jail 
and told Coleman that if he would 
tell who did the killing nothing would 


be done to him. 
He persistently de- 


clared that he did not know who kill- 
ed Rickman. Later, apparently under 
pressure, he declared that Dickerson 
Aid the killing. The court holds that 
the circumstances ar« such as to dis- 
credit his testimony. 
With this opiBloa was handed down 
another In a companion case, that of 
John H. Draper, white, who -was ar* 
rested and charged with taking part 
in the attack on the Jail by a mob 
with the intention of lynching the 
negro. Draper was convicted and fin- 
ed 1500 and ordered to jail for 12 
months. He noted an appeal and the 
decision has been sustained by the 
Virginia Supreme Court which held 
that the accused had been Anally dealt 
with. 
Judge Burks, in a dissenting 


opinion, holds that the case should ne 
reserved because the commonwealth'* 
attorney went before the srand Jury 
while that body was deliberating on 
tho indictment. 
There were several other indict- 


ments against men charged with tak- 
ing part In the assault on the JalL The 
case tried after Draper's resulted tn 
an acquittal and a nolle prossequi was 
taken in the remaining cases.

Reward Offered 


For the Arrest Of 


Brunen's Slayer 


Dally despatches on Developments In 


connection with tne murder of John 
Brunen. circus owner, at his home In 
Rlverdde, N. J., are being read with 
interest-In thin city, owing to the fact 
that Brunen has many frlenda here 
becauae of his lengthy stay during 
the winter of 1918-19 when his show 
was compelled to quarter here during 
the influenza epidemic. Brunen. then 
owner of the "Mighty Doris" shows 
which were to fill the engagement for 
the Danville Fair that year, became 
widely acquainted and made many 
friends, the following account gives 
further developments which will be 
read with interest here: 
RIVERSIDE. N. J., March 16.-* 
Prosecutor J. H. Kclsey will petition 
the Board of Freeholders of Burling- 
ton county tomorrow to offer a re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction 
of the murderer or the murderers of 
"Honest John" Brunen, the wealthy 
showman, who was shot in his home 
here last Friday evening. 


He said it Is probable that the resi- 


dents of Riverside would also offer a 
reward, and that he would later aak 
Governor Edwards to offer a State re- 
ward. 
After following 
the 
various 


c-lews in an effort to locate the mur- 
derer- of Brunen. Burlington county 
authorities are making a renewed ef- 
fort to find George L. Werner, a for- 
mer employe of the Brunen shows, 
and known in the Circus world as 
"Dutchy. the chef." 


"We have no desire to arrest Wer- 
ner." said Ellis -Parker, county de- 
tective today, "but Werner holds the 
key to a <-ert<iin angle in the case, and 
an opportunity to Question him may 
enable us to capture the slayer with- 
out delay." 


Carl "Doc" Ward, a former bally- 


hoo man who was jn Brunen's employ 
until some time ,last year, was brought 
here tonight by Police Captain James 
L,arkin, of Jersey City, and at a late 
hour still was being closely o.uestion- 
ed in the county jail by County De- 
tective Parker. Why he was brought 
to Burlington county was not made 
known by the officials, but it is gen- 
erally believed here that he is able 
to throw some light on the murder 
mystery. 


AVard. it is said, was a friend Of 


Parkenpon. 
the 
lion 
tamer, 
who 


eloped with the murdered show man's 
daughter. HazeJ. Acc&rdmg to Detec- 
tive Parker today, when Brunen talk- 
ed with him here after he had Par- 
kenson arrested, Brunen said that he 
had no objection to the man person- 
ally, but did not consider him aa a fit 
person to be the husband of his young 
daughter, and admitted that he had 
threatened him if he did not keep 
away from her. 
Photographs of Werner were sent 
broadcast yesterday. He was recent- 
ly discharged by Brunen at the wln- 
ter-quarten of the show, at WU- 
Hamstown . Prosecutor Kelsey COB* 
tinued to express his indignation to- 
day at the action of Assistant District 
Attorney Welsh, of-Philadelphia, in 
making public a letter written toy 
Brunen to his sister. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Jeschke, Gary, 111., 18 days before he 
was murdered. In this letter Brunen 
expressed the belief that his wife was 
planning to "do away" with him. 


"The contents of tbij letter being 
made public so upset out i»lana," said 
Kelsey, "that w ehave not questioned 
any members of the murdered man's 
family since the night of the crime.

line. 


Well-organized companies on Am- 


erican short gtransport the shipments 
to ai; parts of the country. 


Secretary of Labor Davis admits 


conditions in the south are "terrible" 
and perhaps much worse than most 
believe. He said the immigration de- 
partment had rectived hundreds of 
notices of the widespread traffic, but 
is helpless. 


"We have all the men we can spare 


stationed down there, but they are 
not enough," he .«ays. 


Prohibition Commissioner Haynes 


admits smuggling is the chief source 
of American liquor supply. He has 
drawn scores of schemes, hopink to 
break up the traffic. 
Recently he at- 


tempted to pres san airplane into 
eervice to patrol isolated portions of 
the Gulf and South Ayantic coast 
lines, but it ended in failure. 


The revenue and custcums depart- 


ment have only a little more than 300 
representatives along the coast from 
North Carolina to Texas and most of 
these .are clerks, stenographers and 
euch. 


There are only a few revenue cut- 


ters available for the 1,000 r.iiUs of! 
Florida coast line, coast guard offi- 
cials say. 


With these inadequate f jroPs it is 


practically impossible to prevent the 
traffic. The South Atlantic and Gullf 
coast sare so broken with small inlets, 
boys and nooks that it is a simple 
matter for a small sloop to slip in it 
night. The cargoes ars tUen disguis- 
ed and shipped to all parts of the 
United States or the immigrants re- 
leased and allowed to make their way 
about.the country as they see fi't.
